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Talks in the pipeline over former award-winning Boat 

DERELICT PUB MAY 
FACE BULLDOZERS

ACTION could be taken to pull 
down an arson-hit pub which has 
been empty for more than a dec¬ 
ade, it has been revealed. 

Walsall Council is understood to be pre¬ 
paring to enter talks with the owners of 
The Boat pub, in Bentley Road South, to 
knock the building down for redevelop¬ 
ment. 

A senior firefighter hit out at arsonists earlier 
this year over the 
way they were ‘put¬ 
ting lives at risk’ by 
setting fire to the 
building, after it was 
targeted four times 
in just a fortnight. 

Walsall Council’s 
portfolio holder for 
regeneration, Coun¬ 
cillor Lee Jeavons, 
has now revealed the actions being taken by the 
authority. 

He said: “The site has become a magnet for an¬ 
ti-social behaviour and because of this, the council 
is considering its legal powers for the building to be 
demolished.” 

Darlaston councillor Doug James said: “We have 
had a rash of arson attacks on the property. The site 
itself had effectively been closed off because of the 
development of the new road. 

“Clearly it would have been impossible for devel¬ 
opment to have taken place there then. 

“The road has now reopened for two months and 
it falls within the Darlaston Enterprise Zone. I hav¬ 
en’t heard anything about how the council is going 
to refresh the timetable and take urgent action.” 

Caravans 

In June, watch commander at Willenhall Fire 
Station, Andy Minor, said it was ‘frustrating’ that 
crews had been continually tied up with putting out 
unnecessary blazes. 

Those fires included attacks on caravans and cars 
parked near the building and the pub building itself. 

Darlaston councillor Paul Bott, whose uncle for¬ 
merly ran the pub, said fencing should be placed 
outside the grounds there to stop further attacks. 

If it is demolished, it will be a sad end for the once 
prize-winning pub. In 2005, it was named pub of the 
year by the Walsall Campaign for Real Ale (Camra) 
branch - but by 2006 it had closed. 

It was soon being used by keen fly-tippers and a 
man was fined over £10,000 in 2009 for dumping 
scrap metal and car parts on the land. 

Walsall Council then spent £3,700 clearing that. 

Then an unauthorized car clearing company 
moved onto the grounds - but that was clamped 
down upon by the authority.

EXPERT first aiders taught shoppers how 
to deal with people in emergencies in Wal¬ 
sall town centre with special, impromptu 
demonstrations. 

Volunteers from Delves-based Place of 
Refuge Community Church led classes out¬ 
side the British Heart Foundation (BHF) 
charity shop at the Saddlers Shopping Cen¬ 
tre, in Park Street, on Sunday. 

Organiser Denise Smith said: “It is a way 
of communicating these key skills which 
everyone should have right from school re¬ 
ally.” The church is a registered charity and 


is a designated Heartstart course provider 
by the BHF. The volunteers were taking 
part in the Simple Skills Save Lives classes 
and were taught by Denise, who has 38 
years’ experience as a midwife. 

She said: “We did a CPR demonstration 
with a full body mannequin and demon¬ 
strated how a defibrillator works.” Their 
course teaches CPR and other emergency 
lifesaving skills - all free. The Place of Ref¬ 
uge is one of 3,800 similar providers across 
the UK financed and supported by the BHF. 

The group has recently been given a po¬ 


tentially life-saving defibrillator by the BHF 
after a man in his 50s suffered a heart attack 
in Walsall town centre. 

Denise and fellow volunteers were on hand 
to teach people how to deal with a person if 
they are unconscious; the signs and symp¬ 
toms of a heart attack; recognising a cardiac 
arrest and performing CPR on a patient and 
dealing with choking and serious bleeding. 

Over three and a half million people have 
attended a Heartstart course since they were 
first established in 1996. For more informa¬ 
tion visit the volunteers in Talke Road. 


CAMPAIGN 

Hundreds more sign 
petition on travellers 

AN extra 250 people have signed a peti¬ 
tion calling for action after travellers caused 
havoc in Walsall during the last fortnight. 

Residents in the Delves have been living 
in fear after being surrounded by large en¬ 
campments on Delves Green and Walstead 
Road. Fear has since turned to anger at the 
large piles of rubbish left behind. 

Just before the travellers vacated the 
sites, the Yew Tree and Tame Bridge com¬ 
munity group launched a campaign calling 
on councils in Walsall and Sandwell to meet 
with West Midlands Police and discuss future 
preventative measures. The petition gained 
over 600 signatures in a couple of days but 
now more than 870 have declared support. 

HEALTH 

Medical incidents 
at Manor top 900 

A TOTAL of 922 medical incidents oc¬ 
curred at Walsall Manor Hospital in a sin¬ 
gle of month, a report has revealed. 

Among the latest figures for June, 12 
were deemed to be ‘serious’ which are 
those where significant lessons can be 
learned or where the consequences to 
the patient were so substantial that a 
comprehensive response is required. 

A breakdown of the incidents revealed 
‘major harm’ was caused in seven cases 
while moderate harm was caused in 17. 

There were no cases of ‘catastrophic 
harm’ however 11 incidents were put 
down as ‘near misses’.

Delays warning on 
emergency repairs 

CENTRAL Drive in Bloxwich will be closed 
until August 22, Walsall Council has con¬ 
firmed. 

It was closed earlier this week for emer¬ 
gency repairs and now the council has said 
it will be closed between the junctions of 
Coalway Road and Croxdene Road from 
Tuesday until August 22. 

Croxtalls Road between the junctions of 
Croxstalls Avenue and Central Drive will also 
be closed because of the rail bridge being 
replaced. The Murphy Group is carrying out 
the work on behalf of Network Rail. 

Drivers are warned to expect delays.

LIMITED mobility patients at Walsall Manor 
Hospital will be able to spend more time out of 
bed thanks to donations made in memory of a 
Willenhall grandfather. 

Chris Wedge spent the last few weeks of his 
life on Swift discharge Suite (Ward 2) at Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital before he died in Decem¬ 
ber 2014. 

His widow Pat asked for donations rather 
than flowers at his funeral and came back into 
the hospital last month to unveil a special Tilt 
In Space Chair that the family has bought to 
help others. 

Mrs Wedge said: “Chris had had Multiple 
Sclerosis since the age of 24 and had many 
other health issues including diabetes and 


prostate cancer. He had most of his treatment 
at New Cross Hospital but this last time he 
came to the Manor. 

“He never complained and fought back 
so many times over the years but sadly he 
was just too ill and he passed away at the 
Manor. We asked for donations at his funeral 
and wanted to buy something that would help 
others because that is a fitting memorial for 
Chris.” 

Ann Hawes, swift discharge suite (Ward 2) 
Clinical Lead: “We are really grateful to Mrs 
Wedge for her support. 

“We want to reassure her that this chair will 
be a big help for our patients as it means more 
of them will be able to get out of bed.” 


Speed cameras 'not 
ruled out' by council 


WALSALL Council has not ruled 
out bringing back speed camer¬ 
as to the borough after an initi¬ 
ative was launched by two West 
Midlands councils. 

Birmingham and Solihull have 
switched on nine new average speed 
cameras between them in recent days. 
Wolverhampton Council says it is now 
looking for cameras to be switched on 
in the city and Walsall Council has not 
ruled out following suit. 

Bosses at the authority remained tight- 
lipped on their plans and refused to say if 
they would or would not welcome new cam¬ 
eras in the borough, but did say they were 
‘very keen’ to see the outcome of Birming¬ 
ham and Solihull’s 21-month trial. The old 
film speed cameras across the Black Coun¬ 
try were switched off in 2013 as they were 
costing too much money. 

Walsall Council spokesman Rich Bolton 
said: “We are very keen to see the outcome 
of the trial and we will be analysing the 
outcome with our partners.” 

Affordable 

Councillor Ian Shires, the leader of Wal¬ 
sall’s Liberal Democrats who currently run 
the council with the Labour group, praised 
Birmingham and Solihull’s move as a 
‘good idea’ and said he would like to look 
at something similar for Walsall providing 
it was affordable. 

He said: “I think it is a good idea. They 
were turned off originally because of cost 
and other issues but the problem now is 
that because people know they are turned 
off the average speed is increasing. 

“We have got issues in certain areas 
where people are travelling far too fast. I 
would welcome looking at speed cameras 
again to see if it is affordable. 

“From our point of view enforcement is a 
key issue and it appears the only way to en¬ 
force issues like speeding is by having some 
form of charging system. 

“I know if you go up to Staffordshire peo¬ 
ple are far more wary where the cameras 
are because the majority of them are still 
working. 

Conservative group leader and former 
council leader Councillor Mike Bird admit¬ 
ted he thought cameras were merely ‘cash 
cows’.

Common is 
left 'barely 
recognisable* 
after convoy 

TRAVELLERS at Delves Common left 
the beauty spot ‘barely recognisable’ ac¬ 
cording to a councillor who has helped 
with the ongoing clean-up operation. 

A bath, a sink, used nappies, several 
piles of rubble, a 
doll, broken fur¬ 
niture, a mattress 
and more were 
left on the Wal¬ 
sall beauty spot 
after travellers 
pitched up last 
week, prompting 
anger among res¬ 
idents who have 
since launched a 
petition calling 
for action to be 
taken to prevent it happening again. 

The clean-up is still ongoing at the 
site, with council bosses unable to put 
a figure on the eventual cost at present. 

Councillor Chris Jones, who repre¬ 
sents the Birchills Leamore area, said 
he ‘couldn’t believe his eyes’ after vis¬ 
iting the site to help with the clean-up 
operation. 

He also claimed the council would be 
looking to prosecute those responsible 
for the mess. 

He said: “I travelled to Delves Com¬ 
mon early on Thursday morning with 
my Clean and Green colleagues to 
survey the damage and help start the 
clean-up operation. 

“I could not believe my eyes, this 
much loved Walsall beauty spot was 
barely recognisable, it has been left in a 
disgraceful state. 

“Someone must know where this rub¬ 
bish originated from, once we trace the 
goods back the perpetrators will be pros¬ 
ecuted.” 

On Monday, just before the travellers 
vacated the site, the Yew Tree and Tame 
Bridge community group launched their 
petition, calling on councils in Walsall 
and Sandwell to meet with West Mid¬ 
lands Police and discuss future pre¬ 
ventative measures to keep caravans at 
bay as well utilising laws to boot them 
off land earlier. 

Drugs and drinks 
mix led to death 

A WOMAN died after taking a mixture 
of alcohol and co-codamol, an inquest 
heard. 

Natasha Jasmine Ali, 27, from The 
Furlong, Wednesbury, died at Walsall 
Manor Hospital on June 16 after she 
was found unconscious outside her flat. 

Black Country Coroner’s Court heard 
that she had been ‘addicted to alcohol’ 
from the age of 14, despite several at¬ 
tempts by family to get her help. 

Police entered her property and 
found empty bottles of vodka, cider and 
co-codamol. The cause of death given 
was alcoholic ketoacidosis. 

Concluding a verdict of alcohol related 
death, senior coroner, Zafar Siddique, 
said: “It seems that she sadly led a cha¬ 
otic life and despite family help she con¬ 
tinued to drink on a daily basis.” 



Cllr Jones helps 
with the clean-up 
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Hospital in 
probe over 
the death of 
ex-mechanic 

AN investigation has been launched 
into the death from cancer of a re¬ 
tired mechanic after his family raised 
concerns about a late diagnosis, an 
inquest heard. Alan Brandrick, of 
Fourth Avenue, Brownhills, died at 
Manor Hospital on April 23. 

Senior coroner’s officer Stephen 
Binsley said the 76-year-old had been 
referred for tests after visiting his GP 
over blood in his urine in June last 
year but that a subsequent CT scan 
had come back clear. 

Mr Brandrick sought further med¬ 
ical help on Christmas Eve when he 
was prescribed antibiotics for a water 
infection. But his condition continued 
to deteriorate and in January a scan 
showed enlarged lymph nodes and a 
growth in his right kidney. 

The family raised concerns about 
his care but the hospital confirmed 
the July CT scan had showed what 
was believed to be a benign cyst. Con¬ 
sultant urologist Dr Suresh Ganta 
said that in hindsight the cyst was 
possibly cancerous. Mr Binsley told 
the inquest it was an aggressive can¬ 
cer, adding: “Dr Ganta does not be¬ 
lieve it would have made a difference 
to the outcome.” 

Mr Brandrick was offered a biopsy 
and other tests in January but these 
could not take place straight away 
because he was on the blood-thinning 
drug Warfarin, the inquest in Oldbury 
heard. He was admitted to the Manor 
Hospital on April 5 with jaundice, 
anaemia and other conditions but de¬ 
spite active management, his health 
deteriorated rapidly and he died just 
over two weeks later. A post mortem 
showed that the cause of death was 
kidney cancer. 

Black Country coroner Zafar Sid- 
dique concluded that Mr Brandrick 
had died of natural causes. Mr Bins¬ 
ley said the hospital had launched an 
investigation. 

Amir Khan, medical director at 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, said: 
“We would like to offer our sincere 
condolences to the family of Alan 
Brandrick and appreciate that this is 
an extremely difficult time for them. 
An investigation into the care pro¬ 
vided to Mr Brandrick has taken place 
at the request of the coroner and we 
will be contacting the family.” 

£500k costs to 
replace camera 

WALSALL Manor Hospital need 
to spend more than half a milli on 
pounds replacing an key piece of scan¬ 
ning equipment. The ruling trust has 
signed off a move to spend £513,000 
on a new gamma camera. 

Another £65,000 a year will also 
have to be spent maintaining it while 
another £100,000 is needed to cover 
one-off construction costs. 

The equipment is used to carry out 
nuclear medicine scans used for a 
wide variety of patients including peo¬ 
ple with heart, kidney, lung, breast 
conditions as well as cancer.

A WOMAN from Wednesbury who 
lost her husband to cancer raised 
more than £1,000 for Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital where he spent the last days of 
his life. 

Jilly Turner was determined the 
loss would not be in vain and decided 
to raise the money for the Critical 
Care Unit at the hospital. 

Mrs Turner, aged 56, said: “We 
found out Peter had a brain tumour 
when I took him to A&E at Sandwell 
Hospital. I thought he had experi¬ 
enced a mini stroke. 

“After his operation to remove the 


tumour he had a full body scan, where 
doctors discovered it was secondary 
from his lung and had spread to his 
lymph nodes, his liver and spleen.” 

Peter was admitted to critical care 
at the hospital in September last year 
after he had collapsed at home from 
blood clots in his lungs. 

Mrs Turner added: “It was a stress¬ 
ful time for all of us, but staff gave 
him excellent care.” 

Peter passed away on October 16. 
They had been married for 10 years. 
The money was raised at his funeral 
with added contributions from family 


and friends. Amber Markham, criti¬ 
cal care matron, said: “We know that 
Peter cared greatly about education, 
and after discussion with Jill we plan 
to use the donation to invest in train¬ 
ing to help our nurses develop their 
skills and knowledge. We believe this 
is what Peter would have wanted.” 

Peter had worked in the NHS for 
40 years, spending 28 years at the Bir¬ 
mingham Dental Hospital. 

He was also the head of HR at the 
Heart of Birmingham Primary Care 
Trust before he retired to run his own 
HR consultancy company. 


Pensioner, 88, killed 
crossing at junction 


AN ELDERLY woman has died after 
she was hit by a car as she crossed 
a busy junction. 

The 88-year-old pensioner was at the 
junction of Bloxwich Road and Leamore 
Lane in Leamore, near Walsall, at around 
11.50am when she was knocked down by 
a silver Volkswagen Golf. 

She was taken to the Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital in Birmingham with critical injuries but 
died later on Saturday. 

A 25-year-old driver stopped at the scene and 
gave a voluntary interview to police. He was 
released pending further inquiries. 

Councillor Chris Jones, who represents 
Birchills Leamore on Walsall Council, said: “It 
is a terrible accident. I attended the scene per¬ 
sonally and there were a lot of rumours flying 
around. Obviously our thoughts and prayers 
are with the lady’s family. I believe she was 
local and it was an awful situation and we will 
await the police’s reports. It is a busy road. 
Both with Summerfield Road, it is a busy junc¬ 
tion. It is very difficult to comment while an 
investigation is going on. 

Witnesses 

“We eagerly await the police’s report and 
then we can have a look at their findings. ” 

Nick Gandham, owner of The Crown Pub on 
Leamore Lane, near the site of the accident, 
said: “The road was closed for a few hours.” 

Fellow Birchills Leamore representative 
Councillor Tina Jukes said: “We have been 
trying to get help [with the junction]. We have 
residents’ meetings every month and we have 
been working to sort things out but it always 
comes down to money.” 

West Midlands Police’s Collision Investi¬ 
gation Unit is now looking into the cause of 
the incident and is urging witnesses to get in 
touch. Pc Julie Lynam said: “It’s a very busy 
intersection; we’ve spoken to some witnesses 
already but I have no doubt more drivers will 
have seen what happened and continued on 
their way perhaps not realising the severity of 
the collision. 

“I would ask anyone that saw the collision 
— or the silver Volkswagen driving along Lea¬ 
more Lane — to get in touch on the 101 number 
quoting the log number 1045 13/08.” 

The junction’s closure was publicised on 
Walsall Council’s Twitter feed, which notified 
followers that it was shut at around 1.30pm for 
two hours.

Pupils excluded over race abuse 


MORE than four children a week are 
excluded from school for racist abuse 
of their fellow pupils in the Black 
Country, according to new figures. 

The data, compiled by New Schools 
Network, revealed there were 160 
cases across Wolverhampton, Dud¬ 
ley, Walsall and Sandwell schools 
which were serious enough to war¬ 
rant a fixed or permanent exclusion 
in the 2014-15 academic year. 


Across the West Midlands there 
were 600 cases and since 2008-9, the 
region has seen almost 4,000 exclu¬ 
sions for racist abuse. In 2014/15, 
there were 4,000 cases in the region, 
amounting to 20 exclusions a day. 

Dudley had the most, with 60 chil¬ 
dren being excluded. Of all children 
excluded from school in the area, 
2.84 per cent were removed due to 
racist abuse. In Wolverhampton, 30 


children were excluded, a percentage 
of 2.56. Walsall had 40 children ex¬ 
cluded, 1.97 per cent of all children 
excluded in the area, and Sandwell 
had 30 children excluded, 1.38 per 
cent of all excluded from schools 
there. 

The analysis comes as New Schools 
Network has successfully argued for 
a new category of ‘social need’ to be 
part of the free school application 


criteria. This means that free school 
proposals will now be considered for 
approval if there is a proven ‘social 
need’ for the new school. 

Sarah Pearson, Interim Director 
of New Schools Network, said: “Free 
schools are already doing great work 
in their communities to break down 
barriers between children of dif¬ 
ferent classes, ethnicities, and cul¬ 
tures.” 


Hospital wards go for 
gold in reward system

A NEW review system at 
Walsall Manor Hospital is 
rewarding wards which 
provide the best quality of 
care to patients. 

Wards are rated on categories 
including quality, workforce, pa¬ 
tient experience and leadership, 
before being given a gold, silver 
or bronze rating. 

To gain a gold, wards must claim 
three silvers, which are reviewed 
every six months. A bronze rating 
results in an action plan being re¬ 
viewed every 12 weeks. 

Rachel Overfield, director of 
nursing at Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, introduced the system in 
March and so far three wards have 
achieved a silver accreditation. 

Wards that fall down in a num¬ 
ber of the categories are classed as 
needing special support and become 
‘focus wards’. An action plan is 
developed for these and this is re¬ 
viewed monthly. 

Ms Overfield said: “We are very 
focused on making improvements 
at the trust that are felt by patients 
and staff alike. While patients are 
our priority, we also want to ensure 
the working environment here is a 
good one where colleagues support 
each other. 

“This is important to help us re¬ 
tain the passionate and committed 
staff we have as well as attract new 
staff.” 

Infection control rates, the num¬ 
ber of falls, effective documentation, 
and pressure sore incidents are in¬ 
cluded in the quality category, while 
workforce looks at issues such as 
temporary staffing levels, training 
opportunities, sickness levels and 
support for new starters. 

The patient experience category 
focuses on complaints or compli¬ 
ments received by friends, family 
and carers and looks at areas such 
as dementia care. Leadership con¬ 
centrates on the roles of matrons 
and senior sisters. 

Ms Overfield said: “This system is 
a good way of working with staff to 
highlight areas of weakness and set 
about addressing them together.”

Teenager's 
baby's body 
discovered 
with laundry 

A TEENAGE girl gave birth in her 
bathroom before being taken to hos¬ 
pital - with her baby left dead in a 
laundry basket, an inquest heard. 

The 17-year-old gave birth on her 
own at the family home in Great 
Barr. She was taken to City Hospital 
in Birmingham with a suspected mis¬ 
carriage. But when doctors spoke to 
her at the hospital, she told them the 
baby, called Archie, was at home. 

Police discovered the child in a 
laundry basket. A doctor’s report 
read at the inquest at Black Coun¬ 
try Coroners Court heard how the 
teenager ‘tried to resuscitate him.’ It 
said that the teenager put him in the 
laundry basket with towels because 
her mother was trying to get into the 
bathroom. 

The incident took place on Febru¬ 
ary 23. 

Detective Inspector Michael Spell¬ 
man, from West Bromwich police sta¬ 
tion, said: “The mother was taken to 
hospital at around 4pm that day with 
heavy bleeding and it was thought she 
had a miscarriage.” 

A doctors report stated there was a 
‘possibility’ that the baby might have 
been a still birth but there were no 
developmental abnormalities, the in¬ 
quest heard. 

A post mortem showed he child 
could have died in the womb, during 
the birth process or after death - but it 
was not possible to determine at what 
point. The cause of death was unas¬ 
certained. 

Senior coroner Zafar Siddique gave 
an open conclusion.

Murder suspect 'was like

A CORONER has ruled a Walsall man 
committed suicide after unlawfully 
killing his partner. 

Human remains believed to be 
those of Gina Lander, aged 46, were 
found in a drain at her home. She 
had previously been reported missing 
on March 16 by her partner David 
Stokes, 39. 

He then jumped to his death off a 
motorway bridge between Junction 
9 and 10 of the M6, near Walsall, 
on April 21. Detectives believe that 
father-of-two Mr Stokes committed 
suicide after he murdered Ms Lander, 


disposed of her body and then re¬ 
ported her missing. 

At an inquest in Oldbury last week, 
coroner Zafar Siddique concluded that 
she was unlawfully killed and that Mr 
Stokes committed suicide. 

Ms Lander’s daughter Shireen 
described Mr Stokes as’family’. She 
added: “My mum was a bright, bub¬ 
bly and fun person who loved life and 
travel and wanted to help her stu¬ 
dents as much as she could. She also 
was looking forward to going to Calais 
to volunteer in the refugee camp.” 

Both Ms Lander and her daughter

both hail from New Zealand, where 
Miss Harper is a student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Auckland studying law. Her 
mother was a primary school teacher, 
and had also been involved with the 
Jump Jam trampoline park. 

During their search for her, police 
confiscated Mr Stokes’ computer and 
found online searches for 1,000 litre 
plastic barrels, large water heaters, 
cable pulling systems, industrial air 
fresheners, mechanical grinders, 
meat tendering powder, concentrated 
chemicals and one search for the ‘best 
way to clean bones’. 


Waste of resources claim 
as cameras out of action 


CAMERAS designed to catch fly-tip¬ 
pers and vandals in Darlaston have 
not been working for six weeks, it 
has been revealed. 

The two hawk-eye cameras, paid for by 
Walsall Council through area partnership 
group funds at a cost of £5,000, have been 
out of use while there have been incidents 
of fires and flytipping. 

Darlaston South councillor Doug James has 
called the out of action cameras a ‘scandalous 
misuse of public funds and resources’. 

In recent months there have been fires at the 
Boat Pub in Bentley Road - which led to a tem¬ 
porary road closure, reports of a fire at the for¬ 
mer Darlaston Town FC ground and concerns 
over anti-social behaviour persist. 

West Midlands Police spokesman Kate Baker 
confirmed officers were aware of problems with 
the cameras. But, she added, they were not the 
responsibility of the force to maintain. 

Funds 

Councillor James said: “I have ascertained 
from the Darlaston Area Partnership and local 
police team that none of the hawk-eye cameras 
are working in the area. 

“Two were paid for from partnership funds, 
neither of which have been working for over 
six weeks. This is a scandalous misuse of public 
funds and resources. 

“Bull Lane, Moxley has had several tyre fires 
and fly tipping incidents during this period. 

“Herbert’s Park Road has also had several 
reported incidents of flytipping. 

“Resources are being wasted as local resi¬ 
dents suffer anti-social and criminal behaviour 
in their communities. 

“If we are going to set up these cameras for 
a specific purpose, we need to make sure they 
are properly maintained.” 

Police have said they are trying to tackle an¬ 
ti-social behaviour in Darlaston by issuing com¬ 
munity protection notices to offenders. 

Sergeant Mo Shahid, from the Darlaston 
Neighbourhood Team, said: “Darlaston neigh¬ 
bourhood team are working closely with part¬ 
ners agencies such as Walsall Council and 
housing associations to address various issues 
being reported. 

“Since issuing community protection notices 
we have seen a reduction in repeat cases being 
reported, allowing the police to focus on keep¬ 
ing your community safe and protecting you 
from harm.”

STRIKING artwork challenging 
man’s quest for bodily perfection 
is now on display at the New Art 
Gallery of Walsall. 

The ‘Divine’ created by Oliver 
Jones from Shrewsbury, will be on 
display until November 20. 

The large-scale chalk drawing is 
spread over three panels and hung 
high up in the venue’s fourth floor 
like a religious alter-piece. 

His latest image takes the tat¬ 
too artist as its subject and also 


draws inspiration from the Lao- 
coon and His Sons marble sculp¬ 
ture, located at the Vatican, which 
is regarded as an icon of human 
agony and suffering. 

According to mythology Laoc- 
oon was the priest who warned 
those of the city of Troy against 
accepting a large wooden horse 
from the Greeks, which as legend 
has it, had soldiers inside who 
went on to conquer the city. 

He and his sons were killed for 


trying to expose the ruse, which 
was saw by the citizens as an in¬ 
sult to the Gods who apparently 
gifted them the horse. 

In Jones’ piece, Laocoon is re¬ 
placed by a man enduring his own 
suffering through his quest for 
bodily perfection while his sons 
are replaced by two tattoo artists 
helping him to achieve his vision. 

At 2pm on Saturday, October 
15, Jones give a talk on the exhi¬ 
bition with curator Zoe Lippett.

Tragic end 
for such 
a magic 
goalscorer 

WHEN Dalian Atkinson ripped up the 
Wimbledon defence in 1992, Villa fans 
had never seen anything like it. Starting 
deep in his own half, the moment he non¬ 
chalantly ran past the opposing players 
like they did not exist to chip the goal¬ 
keeper from outside the penalty area, he 
had the goal-of-the-season competition 
sewn up. And it was only October. 

So it comes as little surprise that a 
generation of football fans have put aside 
club rivalries to mourn the death of the 
former Aston Villa striker, at the tragically 
young age of just 48. 

Atkinson was a flawed genius, who 
delighted and frustrated fans in equal 
measure. He was unquestionably one of 
the most talented players of his genera¬ 
tion, but struggled with injuries and never 
really reached the potential he obviously 
possessed. 

But on his day, such as that miserable 
wet afternoon at Selhurst Park 24 years 
ago, he brought huge pleasure to thou¬ 
sands of people. That goal will surely 
have been watched over and over again 
during the past few days. 

We do not yet know circumstanc¬ 
es surrounding Atkinson’s death at the 
hands of a police Taser gun. His nephew 
said he had a heart condition, and it may 
well be that he had other problems, but it 
is unquestionably a heartbreaking end to 
a life for someone with so much to live for. 

As the new football season gets go¬ 
ing in earnest, it is a timely reminder 
that there are more important things in 
life than football results. And that all the 
fame, wealth and adulation in the world 
can provide no protection against per¬ 
sonal tragedy.

The National Union of Teachers-which 
for some reason is taking a six-week 
break from its usual threats of industrial 
action - is predictably against the plans, 
saying selective schools are ‘socially di¬ 
visive’, and do nothing to improve the 
chances of youngsters from ‘ordinary’ 
backgrounds. 

Well over the past half century, since 
the introduction of the first comprehen- 
sives, we have had nine prime ministers. 
Two, Tony Blair and David Cameron, went 
to elite private schools. Of the other sev¬ 
en, who all came from ‘ordinary’ back¬ 
grounds, six went to grammar schools or 
similar. 

Comprehensive-educated William 
Hague, lain Duncan Smith and Ed Milib¬ 
and had a go at taking on posh boys Blair 
and Cameron, but they didn’t do terribly 
well at it, did they? The NUT says that 
for every grammar school there has to 
be a secondary modern. The NUT vision 
would see every child go to a secondary 
modern rebranded as a comprehensive.

Recycling - what is OK to 
dispose of in one area could 
be rejected by a neighbouring 
council, as ROB COX explains 


FROM empty juice cartons to yo¬ 
ghurt pots and plastic bags - many 
people are unclear about what they 
can and cannot put in their recy¬ 
cling bins. 

And to make matters worse mov¬ 
ing house in Staffordshire or the Black 
Country can change the rules entirely. 

What goes in Dudley might not go in 
Sandwell and what is wasted in Stafford might 
be saved in Wolverhampton. 

There are some things that are collected 
and recycled from all homes serviced by our 
region’s local authorities: Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Sandwell, South Staffordshire, Staf¬ 
ford, Cannock and Walsall. 

These include glass bottles, newspapers, 
magazines and cardboard. 

Nappies 

And there are some items which are not 
accepted as street collection recycling by any 
of the councils including nappies and poly¬ 
styrene. But there are other items where the 
rules are not universal. 

Plastic bags are accepted in recycling bins 
in Stafford, Cannock, Sandwell, South Staf¬ 
fordshire and Walsall. But try putting them in 
your recycling bins in Dudley or Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and you might find yourself in a spot of 
bother. Firstly, if there are notable amounts 
of plastic bags or other wrong items, your bin 
may not be collected. 

And if the unsuitable items are not spotted, 
the whole vehicle load of recycling could be 
contaminated, which could result in it being 
rejected for recycling and diverted to landfill. 

The vast majority of homes in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire can put out empty 
food containers - namely juice cartons, mar¬ 
garine tubs and yoghurt pots - and have them 


taken away for recycling from their doorstep. 
That is unless you live in Dudley where these 
items are prohibited from the borough’s black 
boxes, blue bags and green boxes. But they 
can be taken to recycling banks or placed in a 
home’s general waste bin. 

Advice on Dudley Council’s website, states: 
“Plastic items such as yoghurt pots, margarine 
tubs and meat trays tend to be made of lower 
grades of plastics that are difficult to recycle, 
please don’t include them in your green bag. 

“All of the waste we collect from your grey 
bin, including plastic items unsuitable for re¬ 


cycling, is used to generate electricity rather 
than being sent to landfill. We are unable to 
collect food and drink cartons (such as fruit 
juice or UHT milk) through the kerbside recy¬ 
cling service. These can be taken to a number 
of recycling banks located across the borough, 
or disposed of in the grey bin.” 

Just keeping track of the information sent 
out by local authorities can be an ordeal. “We 
received a leaflet giving details of collection 
areas and dates for 2015-16 which included 
what the council called the Recycling Top 20,” 
said one Walsall householder. “But within the 


20 items listed, there were a number of stipu¬ 
lations such as ‘no pet food pouches’, ‘no other 
types of plastic bag’ other than carrier bags, 
and ‘no tops’ from glass bottles and jars. 

“This leaflet was followed by another one 
giving only five categories of waste that could 
be recycled, so you had to cross-refer to the 
previous list - if you had kept it, that is. 

“The whole system is so complicated it’s no 
wonder people are getting caught out putting 
the wrong rubbish in their bins.”

Hospital extension backed 


MORE than £5 million will be 
invested on an expansion to 
Walsall Manor Hospital’s ne¬ 
onatal unit and a new obstet¬ 
ric theatre. 

The £5.6m plans were given the 
go-ahead at a Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust Board meeting. 

It comes after Walsall Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group implemented a cap 
aiming to reduce births at the Manor 


from 4,900 a year to around 4,400 - 
with the possibility of further reduc¬ 
tions - because the midwife to birth 
ratio is above national recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The expansion plans will go to NHS 
Improvement for approval. If it ap¬ 
proves the business case, construction 
will start in February and last around 
12 months, with birthing capacity ris¬ 
ing back to around 4,900 per year. 

Mark Sinclair, the trust’s lead di¬ 
rector for estates and facilities, said: 


“Significant improvements need to 
take place in maternity and neonatal 
services to ensure the trust provides 
services that meet the standards that 
patients expect and to enable us to lift 
the current cap on birthing capacity.” 

Over the last four years the number 
of babies delivered at the Manor has 
increased. In 2015 nearly 5,000 babies 
were born there. In addition, around 
18-19 neonatal cots were required per 
day - but the current neonatal unit 
only has 15 cots.

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Fury as roadworks 
lead to gridlock 


ROAD closures from Aston Ex¬ 
pressway roadworks are caus¬ 
ing ‘traffic chaos’ in the area, a 
councillor has said. 

Councillor Jon Hunt has penned an 
open letter to the regional manager of 
Highways England calling it a ‘matter 
of urgency’, as motorists face long de¬ 
lays in and around Great Barr. 

It comes as the A38 Aston Expressway 
and Junction 6 of the M6 were shut for 
major roadworks. Drivers continue to face 
misery as the work are due to last until De¬ 
cember. 

Councillor Hunt, who represents the 
North Birmingham area, said: ‘Tve sent 
quite a long letter as they need to sort this 
out as a matter of urgency. 

“They just need to get on with it as it will 
only get worse because of the football and 
Bank Holidays coming up. 

“It is just causing traffic chaos driving 
through there and to have another weekend 
like it will be ridiculous. 

“I’ve had complaints from visitors as well 
as residents. It’s just appalling that nothing 
has been done yet.” In his letter, Councillor 


Hunt states his concerns about the closures 
saying they are ‘simply not working’ and 
‘causing gridlock throughout the city’. 

He adds that Birmingham is on ‘lock- 
down’ with ‘significant effects’ on traffic 
access to the city. He also raised concerns 
about the permanent closure of the slip way 
at Aston and the Lichfield Road southbound 
access. 

Councillor Hunt added: “This means the 
A34 and the Scott Arms are having to cope 
with excess traffic seven days a week.” 

Disruption 

Highways England project manager Jess 
Kenny said: “There are still the night-time 
closures out of the city in place on the Aston 
Expressway and we continue to liaise with 
the city council to keep disruption to a 
minimum. We would like to thank drivers 
for their patience as we complete this vital 
scheme.

ACCIDENT & emergency 
performance has declined at 
Walsall Manor Hospital de¬ 
spite the amount of visitors 
falling. 

Latest figures show that 
in June around 601 patients 
out of a total of 5,777 visi¬ 
tors had to wait more than 
the recommended four-hour 
period to be dealt with. 

The 89.6 per cent perfor¬ 
mance rate remains below 
the national benchmark of 
95 per cent, and has fallen 
from the 91.1 per cent per¬ 
formance in May when 
6,251 people came hrough 
the emergency doors. 

A Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust report said: 
“The Full Hospital Proto¬ 
col outlines the actions to 
be taken when emergency 
department capacity is ex¬ 
ceeded and likely to remain 
excessive for a considerable 
period. 

“It is designed to ensure 
that potential risk to pa¬ 
tients is minimised and that 
excellent quality of care is 
maintained.”

Motorist driven mad 
over car fine mix-up 


A GRANDMOTHER has been 
contacted by bailiffs for not 
paying a bridge toll in Kent. 

Yet Julie Scully was more than 
140 miles away in Walsall at the 
time - and does and not even own 
the offending car. 

Highways England fined the 
56-year-old care assistant for appar¬ 
ently skipping the fee at the Dart- 
ford-Thurrock River Crossing on 
New Year’s Eve. But the grandmoth- 
er-of-three was, at the time, at home in 
Bonner Grove, Aldridge, getting ready 
to welcome in the new year. 

The fixed-penalty notice, with a 
fine of £75, was issued after a dark 
coloured BMW was caught on the 
bridge cameras - but Mrs Scully drives 
a red Ford Fiesta. The error appears to 
have arisen from the fact the registra¬ 
tion plates share the same digits, bar 
aYandV. 

But despite explaining the problem 
on the phone to Dart Charge - which 
collects the fee - and having been as¬ 
sured the penalty would be cancelled, 
Mrs Scully has received almost a dozen 
threatening letters since. The fine has 
been raised to £189.50 because she has 
refused to cough up. Bailiffs have also 
written to her. Grandmother-of-three 
Mrs Scully said: “It has been very 
stressful, it is obviously not my car. I 
wouldn’t even drive that far.” 

Julie’s husband Paul, who has been 
dealing with the dispute on her behalf, 
added: “The main worry is the bailiffs 
saying they are going to come in. It is 
just the incompetence of it all.” 

Highways England has said the fine 
will be cancelled and have apologised 
for the error. A spokesman said: “A 
PCN was wrongly issued to Ms Scully 
and it should have been cancelled 
when she first brought the error to our 
attention. Mistakes like this are rare. 
However, we are conducting an inves¬ 
tigation. We are contacting Ms Scully 
to apologise directly.”

Police pay out on crashes 


WEST Midlands Police has paid out 
more than £1.3 million as compensa¬ 
tion for road accidents involving of¬ 
ficers during the past three years. 

More than 540 claims were settled 
for vehicle damage and personal injury 
between January 1, 2013 and Decem¬ 
ber 31, 2015. But the figures, released 
under a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest, show that the amount paid out 


per year has fallen. The bill in 2013 
was £606,033 for 238 accidents and 
the highest single payout was £27,018. 

In 2014, a total of £386,458 in com¬ 
pensation was paid out following 170 
crashes and in 2015 the amount owed 
dropped to £315,527. There were also 
fewer incidents with 141 recorded dur¬ 
ing the 12 months. The highest single 
payment last year was £10,664.

Pedestrian staggers across lanes of M6 


A ‘DRUNKEN’ pedestrian was ar¬ 
rested after he staggered across eight 
lanes of the M6 near Walsall during 
morning rush hour traffic.

Mother in pledge 
on battle for free 
meningitis vaccine 


Lottie’s extra specs-ial

A MOTHER has vowed to con¬ 
tinue her fight to get free men¬ 
ingitis jabs for all children after 
her daughter missed out on NHS 
deadlines by a matter of weeks. 

Julie Tuckley’s son Tommy Brown 
became the poster boy for a campaign 
to lobby the Government to put the 
life-saving new Meningitis B vaccine, 
Bexsero, into the childhood immunisa¬ 
tion schedule. 

But Ms Tuck- 
ley, of Walsall, has 
insisted her battle 
is still not over 
despite changes to 
procedures made 
in recent years. 

The Depart¬ 
ment of Health 
says it has to pri¬ 
oritise those most 
at risk, with the 
vaccination available on the NHS in the 
first year of a child’s life, but only to chil¬ 
dren born from April 2015. 

However, Julie’s daughter Jorgie missed 
out on the free vaccine because she was 
born in March last year. Ms Tuckley, of Lis¬ 
ter Close, Beechdale, said she will not rest 
until her daughter and others in a similar 
situation can get access to the vaccines for 
free, after seeing first hand the effect men¬ 
ingitis can have. 

She said: “It isn’t right that these dead¬ 
lines are being put on things that are so 
important to a child’s health. How can one 
child be given access to something as im¬ 
portant as a meningitis vaccine but another 
isn’t because they are born earlier? 

“I have seen first hand what can hap¬ 
pen to a child suffering from meningitis, 
I wouldn’t want that to happen to anyone 
else. I have been campaigning for this since 
Tommy was a baby and I will carry on 
doing so.” 

Tommy Brown, now aged four, managed 
to beat the odds after doctors said he only 
had a five per cent chance of survival. The 
youngster had contracted meningococcal 
septicaemia and doctors were forced to am¬ 
putate both his lower legs, his right hand 
and some of the fingers on his left hand. 

Ms Tuckley said: “Tommy is doing okay 
now, but he could always contract it again. 
There is a cost issue with these vaccina¬ 
tions too, you can pay up to £120 for one 
dose and if you have more than two or three 
children, it becomes so expensive.” 


A WALSALL youngster is celebrat¬ 
ing after being chosen as a regional 
semi-finalist in a national competi¬ 
tion run by Specsavers. 

17-year-old Lottie Locke was en¬ 
tered into the Spectacle Wearer of 
the Year competition by her father 
earlier this year and has now been 
chosen out of hundreds of entries 
from across the Midlands. To mark 
her achievement, Lottie was invited 
to her local Specsavers store in Park 
Street, Walsall, to receive a certifi¬ 
cate and a £150 glasses voucher. 

“I’m absolutely thrilled to have 
made it through to the regional 
semi-finals,” said Lottie. “I’ve been 


wearing glasses since I was about 
10 and it was my dad who entered 
me into the competition this year, 
so it was a lovely surprise to hear 
I’d made it through to this stage!” 

Paul O’Connell, store manager 
at Specsavers Walsall, added: “She 
represents younger specs wearers 
really well and we wish her the best 
of luck for the remainder of the 
competition.” 

If Lottie triumphs in her age 
category, she could go on to win 
£10,000, a holiday to New York and 
meet Kimberley at the star-studded 
final, which is due to take place in 
October.

Integrated care 
unit to improve 
patient service 


A TOP doctor has spoken 
about how a new unit being 
built at Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital will improve patient 
experiences. 

Lead Intensive Care Con¬ 
sultant Dr Aditya Kuravi 
has said that the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound Integrated Crit¬ 
ical Care Unit - which is 
currently being built at the 
hospital - will ‘significantly’ 
improve things for hospital 
patients. 

The new ICCU will bring 
together the Intensive 
Therapy Unit (ITU) and 
the High Dependency Unit 
(HDU) within the former 
West Wing main entrance. 

It will create an 18-bed 


unit, which is an increase 
of five beds compared to the 
current arrangement. 

The preparatory work has 
already started with com¬ 
pletion scheduled for winter 
2018. 

Dr Kuravi, who has 
worked for the trust for five 
years, said: “After years of 
discussions and planning it 
finally feels real. 

“This unit will signifi¬ 
cantly improve our patients’ 
and their family’s experi¬ 
ence. 

“That’s not to say we 
don’t give them the best 
quality care currently, it’s 
the environment that would 
be improved.” 


Masked raiders 
who targeted 
vets are sought 


POLICE want to find three 
masked men who stole a 
‘large amount’ of money 
from a safe at a Great Wyr- 
ley vets. Officers think the 
387 Veterinary Centre on 
Walsall Road was targeted 
on Friday morning and have 
CCTV footage of the men on 
the building’s roof. 

They later made off with 
a safe which contained the 
money, the amount of which 
police would not confirm, 
and 700 painkiller tablets. 

On the surgery’s Face- 
book page, a statement was 
posted on Saturday night. 

It said: “Some of you may 
have heard that 387 Vets 
has been broken into. Sadly 


this is true. On Thursday 
night the practice was bur¬ 
gled and our safe was taken, 
which contained money and 
a small amount of controlled 
drugs. An investigation is 
ongoing by the police. We 
are pleased to say that the 
incident has not stopped the 
practice opening.” 

It describes itself as an 
‘independently run small 
animal veterinary practice’ 
which also covers Cannock, 
Walsall and Brownhills. 

Staffordshire Police said 
that anyone who is offered 
any Tramadol tablets or 
have any information about 
the break-in should contact 
them immediately on 101.

A WALSALL councillor says 
fly-tipping in the borough is con¬ 
tinuing to spiral - and could cost 
around £500,000 to clear up this 
year. 

It had already been estimated that people 
dumping their unwanted rubbish on streets 
around the borough would cost the author¬ 
ity £120,000 this year. 

However in light of a recent surge, Wil- 
lenhall North councillor Ian Shires said he 
believes the figure could severely mount up. 

Following the change in power at the 
authority after May’s elections, Councillor 
Shires says more needs to be done to tackle 
fly-tippers. 

“The cost of cleaning up after those who 
have little or no respect for where they live 
continues to spiral and could well end up at 
between £500,000 to £750,000 overall the 
way things are heading,” he said. 

“The message that needs to get home 
to those who disrespect where they live is 
that you tidy up your act or face the con¬ 
sequences.” 

Councillor Shires said recently that the 
authority was looking into potentially 
bringing in on-the-spot fines for fly-tippers. 

Minority 

Other councils across the Black Country 
and Staffordshire are changing their rules 
to come down harder on those who discard 
their rubbish. He said recent site visits with 
the clean and green team at Walsall Coun¬ 
cil forced home the point that something 
needs to be done to tackle the issue. 

He said: “Site visits took place last week 
to show the council officers first hand the 
effects an increasing minority are having 
on the environment as they continue to 
treat our public space as their own personal 
dustbin. 

“Together with officers from Clean and 
Green we visited The Square in New In¬ 
vention. We didn’t confine the visit to the 
obvious, that being the frontages of the 
shops and around the bus stop and short 
stay car park. 

“We made sure they saw the state of the 
long stay car park and the car parking at 
the back of The Square, along with the 
green space at the rear and much of the 
surrounding area.”

Pay dispute tackled by 
Albion star Pennington 


TODAY’S West Bromwich 
Albion footballers earn 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds a week while playing 
for the Premiership club. 

But 100 years ago it was a dif¬ 
ferent story for top-flight players. 

Take Baggies full-back Jesse Pen¬ 
nington, for instance. 

He made 455 appearances for the 
club from 1903 to 1922, and also won 
25 caps for England. Yet, during a dis¬ 
pute with the club in 1910, Penning¬ 
ton was given just £4 a week during a 
spell for Kidderminster Harriers. 

Drawer 

In today’s terms that would equate 
to £429.62. 

The pay was unveiled in a ‘player’s 
agreement’ discovered in the drawer 
of a West Midlands home by Charles 
Hanson, manager of Hansons Auction¬ 
eers. 

The payslip is going up for auction

to £120. The document shows the 
defender registering for the Harriers 
after he left Albion following the dis¬ 
pute. 

Pennington, nicknamed ‘Peerless’, 
only spent a short time at Harriers 
however, amassing just one game for 
the outfit before resolving his dispute 
with Albion and he returned to the 
Hawthorns. 

When the payslip was signed, Pen¬ 
nington was an England international. 

His weekly wage would be dwarfed 
by those of professional players today 
-Wayne Rooney of Manchester United 
earns £260,00 a week, closely followed 
by Sergio Aguero of Manchester City 
who earns £240,000 a week. 

Pennington had a clean football 
playing career. He was never booked. 

He was even offered £5 by a shop¬ 
keeper called Pascoe Bioletti to lose a 
game against Everton on November 


29, 1913, as part of a gambling plot, 
but Pennington refused the offer and 
informed the police and club. 

Bioletti was subsequently arrested 
and later sentenced to five months in 
prison for attempting to influence the 
result. 

Alongside the payslip and other 
items belonging to Pennington that 
was discovered was an Albion News 
and Official Programme from August 
26, 1922.

It celebrates Jesse’s retirement from 
the game - and reads: ‘Jesse Penning¬ 
ton has always been a favourite wher¬ 
ever he has played and his sporting 
instincts have been a credit to himself, 
his country , his club and the game 
generally and it is to be hoped that 
his example will be followed by the 
younger generation of players.’

places, Furnaces finds Harcourt taking 
a look at the darkside. This ranges from 
the haunted apocalyptic visions of The 
World Is On Fire, via the beast in man 
of Loup Garou and the excesses cel¬ 
ebrated by Dionysus. By album closer 
Antarctica the protaganist is consid¬ 
ering a trip to the frozen continent in 
order to escape mankind. 

Bear’s Den are now a duo, Andrew 
Davie and Kev Jones, following the de¬ 
parture of guitarist Joey Haynes after 
the acclaimed 2014 debut Islands. On 
Red Earth & Pouring Rain their sound 
moves away from its folk-rock roots 
and more towards smooth 70s and 80s 
FM rock, akin to Fleetwood Mac and 
Deacon Blue. See them in action at 
Birmingham’s 02 Institute on Novem¬ 
ber 2. 


Irish singer-songwriter Lisa Hanni- 
gan’s sweet lilting vocals come from 
the folk tradition but are given a haunt¬ 
ing modern gothic quality on At Swim, 
a part collaboration with The Nation¬ 
al’s Aaron Dessner. In fact, opener 
Fall could appeal to Lana Del Rey 
fans. Prayer For The Dying is suitably 
mournful, while Undertow and Barton 
makes subtle effective use of electronic 
effects. The gorgeous a cappella song 
Anahorish was inspired the writings of 
Irish poet Seamus Heaney. 

Lisa Hannigan plays Birmingham’s 
Glee Club on October 25. 

Packing lots of nuggets from rare 
vinyl, plus a few half-forgotten hits, 
various artists 48-track 3 CD set I’m A 
Freak, Baby is a treat for fans of ob¬ 
scure psych and prog rock. Homing in 
on the underground British rock scene 
of the late 1960s and early 70s, it cap¬ 
tures the era when hippy pop-rock was 
morphing into something heavier. 

Highlights include The Pink Fairies 
with Do It, The Groundhogs’ Cher¬ 
ry Red, obscure biker band Wicked 
Lady with the frenetic I’m A Freak, 
sought-after rock rarity Zero Time from 
Dark, Brum outfit Velvet Fogg with Yel¬ 
low Cave Woman and influential hit 
Race With The Devil by The Gun. There 
are also tracks from when Brum rock¬ 
ers The Move featured both Roy Wood 
and Jeff Lynne, a young Lemmy as part 
of Sam Gopal’s band on Escalator, The 
Yardbirds with Jimmy Page on guitar 
for Think About It, also Deep Purple 
and Peter Green’s Fleetwood Mac. 

If you want to find out from where Air 
and Daft Punk get their inspiration from, 
then pick up various artists album Cos¬ 
mic Machine The Sequel, a second 
collection of rare electronic tracks from 
the 1970s and 80s French scene. High¬ 
lights include the lovely Moonshine by 
Stereo, Francis Lai’s funky Young Free¬ 
dom, Queen Samantha’s soaring disco 
monster Take A Chance and even that 
old nugget Pop Corn gets an overhaul.

Jail for crack addict who was 
caught trying to do drug deal 


A VITAL operation to save a moth¬ 
er of two from paralysis ‘went well’ 
after she flew out to the USA. 

Jessica Kill, from Streetly, has a 
rare genetic disorder and needs ur¬ 
gent treatment before it leaves her 
paralysed. 

The surgery is only available in 
the US, where it has recorded a 95 
per cent success rate. 

The 38-year-old took to 
crowd-funding in May, calling it 
her ‘only hope’ to raise the money 
needed for the operation. 

Following her operation, her fa¬ 
ther Richard Kill posted a picture 
of Jessica on www.teamjess.co.uk, 


giving a thumbs up from her bed. 

He said: “I am very pleased to 
report that Jessica’s surgery went 
well and the doctor reports that the 
team achieved all that they set out 
to do. 

“Jess was in the operating thea¬ 
tre for more than 10 hours and is 
now in ICU. 

“Despite being in a lot of pain 
and discomfort she still retains her 
sense of humour which is remark¬ 
able given what she has just gone 
through. 

“If her recovery goes well she will 
have a second, more minor, opera¬ 
tion on the 16th.”

A CRACK addict caught dealing drugs 
in a town centre by a police officer who 
knew her has been jailed. 

Carla Fay, from Odell Crescent, Wal¬ 
sall, was spotted by a police officer dur¬ 
ing a routine patrol. When the officer 
searched Fay, she had £200 worth of 
the Class A drug in a pocket, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

The 37-year-old pleaded guilty to 
possession of a Class A drug, crack co¬ 
caine, with intent to supply, and pos¬ 
session of cannabis. She also admitted 
breaching a suspended sentence, which 
was issued to her in December last year 
for money laundering. 

Prosecutor, Mr Howard Searle, 


told the court: On June 16 at around 
5.30pm, a police officer on duty, who 
was known to the defendant hav¬ 
ing had previous dealings with her, 
thought he saw her involved in a drug 
deal. 

“He searched her and discovered 
something in her top pocket. He found 
20 wraps of crack cocaine, with a street 
value of around £200. She also had 
£120 in cash and a mobile phone on 
her person.” 

Mr Searle continued: “A search was 
then carried out at her home address. 
A quantity of cannabis was recovered 
consistent with personal use. She was 
interviewed under caution in which 


she denied being a drug dealer. She 
has 21 previous convictions.” Miss 
Jodie Smith, defending, said that Fay 
was trying to turn her life around after 
her mother’s death. She said: “She has 
had a criminal lifestyle for a number 
of years. Drug addiction kicked in and 
criminality followed.” 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told Fay: “You 
knew what was expected of you when 
you were sentenced in December. It’s 
clear that you were funding your own 
habit.” She was handed an 18-month 
jail term for the two drug charges, 
with another 10 months to run consec¬ 
utively for the breach of her suspended 
sentence.

Under starter’s 
orders for gig at 
city’s racecourse 


M att Willis has a pretty 
simple requirement of 
fans at Busted’s Wolver¬ 
hampton Racecourse gig: “We 
want them to lose their minds.” 

His band will line-up on September 3 after 
a day of racing. Willis and bandmates James 
Bourne and Charlie Simpson will play for 90 
minutes with back-to-back hits like Year 3000, 
What I Go To School For, Crashed The Wedding, 
Air Hostess, and many more. 

“We’ve played a few racecourse gigs during 
the summer,” he says. “They came around at the 
last minute and we were like ‘yeah, cool, book 
'em’. We’ve done a few, the people are always 
up for a good time. They’ve been out on the lash 
all day watching the races. Then they want to 
see us come on so that they can lose their minds 
to a rock band. It’s great fun.” 

The story of Busted MK II is, of course, the 
story of the in-out, in-out, shake-it-all-about 
manoeuvres of Charlie. 

Matt says: “It took a while to get back together 
and I definitely didn’t think it would happen 
like this. You always hope for the best but you 
never know what you’re going to get. We all feel 
very protective and passionate about this band. 
There’s something about it that means a lot to 
us. With McBusted, don’t get me wrong, it was 
great to be part of it and it was a bit of a laugh 
but it didn’t feel like our band. Busted is where 
it’s at. This is the band that me and James start¬ 
ed when we were kids of 16 in our bedrooms. 

“It was a big thing that we came back and we 
were thinking Charlie wouldn’t be part of it. He’d 
said on multiple occasions he would never come 
back. So me and James went to speak to him 
about doing something without him. Then we did 
McBusted, which was fun. 

“But it didn’t scratch that itch, it wasn’t our 
band. It felt like we joined McFly for a couple of 
years, which was fun, but it wasn’t ours. It didn’t 
feel like our band. Charlie actually said yes to 
coming back before McBusted happened. 

“But by the time he’d agreed, we’d already 
booked that tour. So Charlie said if we waited 
he’d be interested. We kept in touch to see how 
he felt over the next year and it went from there. 
Then we all decided to go in the studio together 
and once we’d written new songs, it felt great.” 

The new songs are very much the point of 
Busted Mk II. Though it would be easy for the

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wasn’t about that for us. We’d done that with 
McBusted because if we’re honest, that’s exactly 
what McBusted was. 

“We wanted to do something new. We had 
unfinished business. We wanted to make new 
music and we felt like we had somewhere to pro¬ 
gress with. Writing is writing, whether you’re 16 
and writing about school teachers or 33 and writ¬ 
ing about whatever else. But when it comes to 
recording, it’s very different now. It’s a different 
kettle of fish. We’ve all been around studios for 
many years so the art of making records is that 
something that we’re much better at. We know 
what we’re doing and what to achieve. We don’t 
get led by producers in a particular direction.” 

But as much as Matt, James and Charlie 
enjoy writing and creating new songs, their 
favourite part is touring. Matt is an entertainer 
who released a solo album following Busted, 
which included three top 20 singles. He also 
won the sixth series of I’m A Celebrity and later 
co-presented the ITV2 spin-off show with his 
wife, Emma. He’s also played in the revived ITV 
sitcom Birds of a Feather as well as starring as 
Luke Riley in BBC One’s EastEnders. 

“Touring with the band is my favourite part. 

If only my family could come with me it would 
be the best job in the world. It’s the reason you 
start a band. However much you like songs and 
the sudio, it’s nothing on playing live. 

“I think we’re constantly evolving. On the last 
tour we just did, we did 18 dates. The band that 
stood up at Wembley together is a dramatically 
different band to the one you’ll see at Wolver¬ 
hampton. We’re constantly finding out what 
works and what doesn’t work. We are constant¬ 
ly improving and evolving. It’s like starting again 
because we’ve not been together for 12 years. 

“There are some things that don’t become 
easier, like the business side. When you are 16, 
you sign a deal and it’s wicked. You don’t think 
about budgets and where the money is going, 
you just get paid. We have to run a tight ship 
because we want to do this for a long time. We

don’t want to spend all our money and ruin it. 

“We have a new record out, the single is out soon and we want people to 
hear that and embrace it. We love this band and love being a part of it right 
now. It’s really refreshing and awesome to be in a band where everyone wants 
to be part of it. We’re going to be busy in 2017 and we’ll be touring again in 
the UK and Europe.” 

But not before they’ve had a jolly good time at the races.

Busted go back to school with album 



Reformed Busted have released a new album 


T hey’ve sold more than five 
million records. Busted have 
also won two Brit Awards, won 
record of the year for their single 
Thunderbirds and had four UK num¬ 
ber ones. 

The band was formed by best friends James Bourne 
and Matt Willis, who had been inspired by Green Day, 
Blink 182 and BBMak. They were formed in early 2000 
and the earliest line-up featured Bourne and Willis along¬ 
side Ki Fitzgerald and Owen Doyle. That version of the 
band broke up within a year with Charlie Simpson and 
Tom Fletcher rehearsing to replace them - and Simpson 
getting the gig. 

The band was launched in 2002 and soon made a 
splash on the front cover of Smash Hits. Their debut sin¬ 
gle was inspired by Willis’ crush on a school teacher and 
was called What I Go To School For. 

Busted released two studio albums, a self-titled debut, 
which peaked at number two and was awarded three plat¬ 
inum discs. The follow-up, A Present For Everyone, also 
peaked at number two and achieved three platinum discs. 

However, Busted broke up after those records - but 
they are planning to release a third album later this year. 

It was recorded in Los Angeles and the band are already 
thinking about the follow up. 

Bourne said: “We want this to be something that is on¬ 
going. Anything we write now goes towards album four.” 

The band have been packing in huge crowds on their 
Pigs Can Fly Tour. Willis said: “The whole pigs can fly 
thing sums up how we feel about this. There have been 


times that we thought Busted could never, ever possibly 
happen and we were quite right in thinking that. But this 
summarises that anything is possible.” 

The band signed a global record deal with East West as 
they embark on a new chapter of their career. 

Willis said: “We wrote some awesome songs together 
and now Busted are back.

T he Olympics are over, so now 
it’s time for another prestigious 
competition to begin - the hunt 
for Britain’s best amateur baker. And 
this one involves a lot more cake... 

Last year’s Great British Bake Off 
was the most successful series to 
date, with more than 13 million 
viewers tuning in to watch Nadiya 
Hussain take the trophy. It also 
provided plenty of talking points, 
including Paul Jagger’s amazing 
bread lion, which won a special 
commendation from judge Paul 
Hollywood, a man who isn’t known 
for being easily impressed. 

So will the latest run be able to top 
it? Well, the signs are promising as it 
seems that after six series of making 
double entendres and consoling 
contestants about their soggy 
bottoms, this time around, presenter 
Mel Giedroyc has caught the baking 
bug herself. 

She told Prima Magazine: “For the 
first time this year, I have actually 
done some! 

“Paul gave us a good recipe for 
no-knead bread and Sue showed me 


how to make soda bread. Cake-wise, 
we made a pineapple upside-down 
sponge, which was a bit of a hit with 
the crew. And I really loved making 
it.” 

In fact, she enjoyed it so much that 
she’s admitted that she’s discussed 
opening up a teashop with 
co-presenter Sue Perkins once Bake 
Off is finished. 

That won’t be for a while yet 
though, as the new series gets under 
way and we meet the dozen bakers 
who will be hoping to wow us with 
their pastry. 

Every year, the standard seems to 
get higher, and judges Paul and 
Mary Berry have come up with 30 
new challenges designed to test their 
technical know-how and creative flair. 
From bread to biscuits, and high-end 
patisserie to store cupboard classics 
via beautiful botanical creations, the 
class of 2016 will have to prove they 
can do it all. 

In the first edition, the focus is on 
cakes as Paul and Mary take the 
hopefuls back to basics by asking 
them to whip up a British classic in 


the signature challenge. However, we 
shouldn’t take that to mean that the 
contestants are being eased in 
gently, as the judges will be as 
exacting as ever.

GONE are the days when the 
working day draws to its wel¬ 
come conclusion and people 
slump off home, despondent, for 
their TV dinner. 

Nowadays many are looking at each 
other, aghast, and suggesting: ‘shall 
we go out?’ The next question is: 
‘where to go?’ 

Well I have found the solution. Why not 
head off to Penn? The golf club to be pre¬ 
cise. The Barley Mow is a beautiful place 
tucked away amid the hustle and bustle of 
a working city. 

Approaching the venue there is a real 
heart-in-mouth moment symbolising a 
change from urban to olde worlde. The 
dwellings on either side quickly end and the 
road appears to just vanish. 

The lovely, bright evening we decided to

pay the pub a visit was obviously playing 
host to the Wolverhampton Dog Walkers’ 
Society who had called an impromptu meet¬ 
ing in the sunshine. There was a real pleth¬ 
ora of pooches, differing sizes, breeds and 
colours. It added to the countryside feel. 

Now if you are over 6ft this is a real ad¬ 
venture. This pub may actually have been 
intended for hobbits. Bent over almost dou¬ 
ble, like that scene at the beginning of Lord 
of The Rings where Gandalf first bodes his 
welcome to Frodo, we popped in. 

The bar area, keeping in size with the 
rest of the venue, is decorated with all man¬ 
ner of foreign coinage, sport and comedy 
ticket stubs from venues across the city so 
there is plenty to chatter about and keep 
you entertained while you wait to be served. 

Note to diners: there is very limited seat¬ 


ing space in the two rooms behind you - the 
table count barely breaking double figures 
- so any empty tables should be watched for 
like a hawk. Such is the popularity of the 
venue that these perching spots can often 
be full, so waiting may be required. But 
wait you should. It’s worth it! 

Signal 

In keeping with the adventure theme, the 
menus are provided on the walls, so take 
note of what catches your eye and then re¬ 
turn to the bar to order. The lack of phone 
signal in this area forces us humans to in¬ 
teract. 

Starters don’t really get too much of a 
look-in here so just mains were ordered. 
And when these arrived it was probably just 
as well. I had three tender lamb cutlets in a 
sweet jus with the largest mound of mashed 
potato and mixed veg. The mash was a lit¬ 


tle too lumpy for my taste although it was 
creamy and very filling. The lamb was soft 
and tasty and fell away from the bone with 
relative ease. 

My friend was in the mood for a pie and 
had the steak and stilton option with chips 
and another serving of veg. She commented 
on how ‘homely’ it felt and was chuffed at 
how much meat was inside. 

It wasn’t long before it became apparent 
about the venue’s slight downfall. The size 
meant that when it was busy it was loud. 
And with the number of people and cooked 
food it did get a little warm. 

But regardless of how full and sticky we 
were, we could not resist the desserts, sticky 
toffee pudding for me but my companion 
went straight for the chocolate fudge cake. 

Polite staff, lovely food and a good selec¬ 
tion of beers. This little corner of rural par¬ 
adise is a great choice for a bit of R and R.

Vauxhall’s Insignia is a big family car which 
is aimed firmly at the business market, where 
low running costs (and in particular tax bills) 
are critical. 

Competition is fierce, with big name rivals such as the 
Mazda6, VW Passat and, of course, the big-selling Ford 
Mondeo to contend with. That rivalry has been the key to 
driving up standards, as well as paring costs, as business 
drivers often have to spend many hours each working day 
behind the wheel and take the family out at weekends. 

The Insignia has been around for a while, but has been 
tweaked here and there with particular attention to what’s 
under the bonnet, with a new range of highly efficient en¬ 
gines. The test car was the (wait for it) 1,6CDTi ecoFLEX S/S 
in Tech Line trim: a bit of a mouthful but popular in company 
car parks aross the country. And I can see why. 

The Insignia has good looks on its side because of its 
sleek, sporty profile which means it could pass itself off as a 
big coupe - except that it has five doors, and room for five 
adults and lots of luggage inside. 

Even if you’re not excited by all things oily and mechani¬ 
cal, you appreciate the brilliance of the relatively small (for a 
car of this size) 1,598cc turbo diesel engine simply because 
of the way it impacts on so many aspects of the car. 

It is the latest example of what Vauxhall terms its whisper 
diesel and is aptly named. 

You might not be able to hear the clock ticking (it’s digital) 
or a pin drop (because of the thick carpets) but it’s virtual¬ 
ly silent while cruising the motorway at 70mph, helping the 
Insignia reach levels of refinement and relaxation that were 
once the preserve of the rich man’s luxury motor. 

Its 0 to 62mph time of 10.9 seconds is moderately quick, 
but with the turbo diesel’s 320Nm of torque available from 
2,000rpm the sprint figure isn’t representative of the Insig¬ 
nia’s in-gear performance - for example decisive overtaking. 

Impressed 

Neither is it underpowered even for such a big car, as its 
official fuel economy figure is 74.3mpg. That’s a laboratory 
test, of course, which you’re unlikely to achieve in the real 
world but I was impressed by my average of a little over 
54mpg. That included around town driving and a trip along 
Welsh mountains roads with plenty of throttle adjustments 
and gear changes: on an A-road and motorway cruise I’m 
confident 60-plus is perfectly possible. 

The official figures though mean that its C02 emissions 
rating is 99g/km - meaning no road tax and low bene¬ 
fit-in-kind tax for the company car driver. An insurance rating 
of Group 17E shouldn’t break the bank, either. 

While running costs are frugal, don’t be left with the im¬ 
pression this is a cheap car. The Tech Line cabin is spa¬ 
cious, with high grade materials and big, comfortable seats. 

The ride is also a good compromise between dynamics 
and comfort, so even on poorer surfaces it damps the ef¬ 
fects of all but the worst potholes. Yet, with the addition of 
nicely weighted steering, it’s a car you can swing through 
the corners with confidence. . 

It’s well put together as a car for going the distance. My 
test drive took in some 200 miles of pretty testing roads 
which were completed without the driver feeling stiff, tired 
and grumpy - ideal for today’s businessman travelling to an 
important meeting. The driver gets an electric lumbar sup¬ 
port adjuster, which helps keep you comfortable on a long 
drive and there’s an efficient climate control system. 

As you’d expect, the driver’s comprehensive instrument 
display is complemented by a central touch screen control¬ 
ler for the audio, satnav and connectivity systems. It also 
has a programme for adjusting various car settings, elimi¬ 
nating a potential clutter of switches on the fascia, 

Standard equipment includes cruise control, electric win¬ 
dows and door mirrrors, automatic headlamps and wipers, 
electronic stability control and six airbags. 

An option fitted to the vehicle was Vauxhall’s new and 
impressive Onstar system at £395. Its just three buttons in 
the roof panel, but using GPSand a telematics system it’s a 
major step forward. You can, for example, speak to a real 
human operator in Onstar’s Luton HQ who can give your car 
a remote control once-over to see, for example, if your tyres 
are correctly inflated. Or give them a destination and a route 
will be downloaded into the car’s navigation system. 

But probably the most convincing reason for having the 
option fitted is the red SOS button which can put you in 
touch with the operator (who will know your location) and 
alert the emergency services. If the car is stolen, Onstar can 
remotely disable it and report its location to the police. 

The Insignia is competivity priced, particularly for a car 
offering premium car refinement. Low running costs and fu¬ 
turistic technology to a section of the market where drivers 
rely on their vehicles to cover high mileages. 

It will carry up to 530 litres of cargo (almost 1,500 litres 
with the rear seats folded down), adding practicality to its 
stylish yet frugal character.

New stock arriving daily

FORGET the acceleration times or how far 
the car goes on a gallon, for some potential 
owners the way their iPhone hooks up is the 
decider. 

Or, as the man from Audi said about the newly up¬ 
date A3 range: “To some younger customers being 
connected is more important than the car itself.” 

So, younger customers rejoice! This workover of Audi’s 
biggest selling range brings extra standard kit and the pos¬ 
sibility (at extra cost, it’s an Audi, remember) of keeping 
yourself connected like never before. 

With four body styles to choose from - three and five-door 
hatch (Sportback in Audi speak), saloon and cabriolet - and 
six engines on offer, there ought to be a car to suit most 
upwardly mobile people in search of a classy set of wheels. 

Priced from £19,365, the latest A3 comes with a mild rejig 
on the outside and more bits inside, including cruise control, 
auto lights and wipers and a multi-function steering wheel. 

You have to move up the range, or pay for extras to appre¬ 
ciate all the new techno upgrades, which can include what 
Audi calls a digital cockpit; really a high definition screen 
replacing conventional dials that you can make display the 
sat nav with cinema screen clarity or let the instruments 
dominate. 

The entry level A3 is a three-door hatch with 1.0 litre pet¬ 
rol engine and SE trim but not many people will be tempt¬ 
ed, heading instead to the Sport (+£1,550) and the S line 
(+£2,150), where bigger alloys, styling tweaks inside and 
out and LED headlights (and natty rear indicators that flash 
in a bulb- sweeping action) mark the car out as the range 
topper. 

You’ll find satellite navigation on all but the SE but find 
£995 for a technology pack and you’ll add high speed 4G 
internet access via a SIM card with no date charge, Google 
Earth and Street View and Twitter. 

If you’re mobile phone is clever enough you can pop it 
in the Audi Phone Box between the front seats, where it 
charges itself without needing to be plugged in and works 
through the car’s own aerial for a better reception. 

Oh, and there’s 10GB of hard drive memory for every 
song you&#39;ve ever bought and need to download to the 
car. So you’ll stay very connected indeed to your life outside 
your Audi. 

Add a driver assistance pack for £1,950 and an au¬ 
to-geared A3 will slow to a halt and start off again all by itself, 
maintain a safe distance behind the vehicle ahead at cruis¬ 
ing speed and briefly steer the car at speeds up to 37mph. 

There are a couple of option boxes you can tick without 
adding to the price of your car - to delete the badges on the 
back to keep your engine details to yourself, or to delete 
the lowered, stiffened suspension that comes with an S line 
package. Two paint colours cost nothing extra either (solid 
white or black) although everything else costs £550, or £775 
for a crystal effect black. 

Alongside a carried over selection of engines there’s the 
first application in the A3 of the Volkswagen Group’s feisty 
1.0 litre three-cylinder petrol engine and a new 2.0 petrol 
power unit with 190 horsepower and coupled to a new sev¬ 
en-speed automatic gearbox. 

As ever, slipping into the latest A3 reinforces the compa¬ 
ny’s reputation for building cars as well finished as anything 
near the price; this is a high quality environment in which to 
spend hours of your life at a stretch. 

Choose the popular 2.0 litre diesel and S line trim and 
you’ll have a car that shrugs off the miles, the engine a dis¬ 
tant thrum as the suspension stays firmly in contact with 
the road, doing its best with big alloy wheels and stiffened 
springs to smooth your path. 

Lesser versions with smaller wheels - or an S line on the 
optional softer suspension - would ride more serenely but 
lack the positive edge to the steering that makes the A3 feel 
taut and ... connected. 

The trip computer showed 54.9mpg after a brief but spir¬ 
ited drive. Combine that with the way the car is predicted to 
hang on to its value as the months roll by and this new Audi 
is clearly connected to real world values.

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Honda’s 
HR-V is 
back and

The second generation Honda HR-V aims 
to stake a strong claim for the Japanese 
brand in the growing compact crossover 
market. This time round, it’s more spacious 
and better equipped to take on segment lead¬ 
ers. 

Buyers choose from either a 1.5 petrol unit or a 1.6 
diesel, both sending drive to the front wheels. It looks 
good and deserves to do well. 

Honda has ditched any pretence that this HR-V is a 
go-anywhere vehicle, offering it solely in front-wheel 
drive guise. 

There’s a choice of petrol or diesel power, the former 
being a 130PS 1.5 litre i-VTEC petrol, with the black 
pump-fuelled variant getting a 120PS 1.6 i-DTEC unit. 
Each drives through a six-speed manual transmission, 
although the petrol powerplant can be optioned with a 
CVT automatic, with a paddle-shift on some trims. 

The HR-V features a low centre of gravity, with the 
driver’s hip point more akin to a conventional hatch than 
an SUV. 

The body is extremely rigid due to a high percentage 
of high-tensile steel, and this in turn helps isolate the sus¬ 
pension to do its job properly. Honda has concentrated 
on refinement, optimising aerodynamics to reduce wind 
noise at speed. 

The HR-V also employs a highly efficient acoustic insu¬ 
lation package. Sound absorption measures in the inner 
wheel arches, floor carpet and underfloor cover combine 
to reduce cabin noise levels. 

Stance 

Honda reckons the MK2 model HR-V combines the 
personality of a coupe with the solid stance of an SUV 
and they’re not too far wrong. 

The design is neat and interesting, with hidden rear 
door handles, deeply sculpted lower body panels and a 
CR-V- style front grille, headlamps and pointed taper at 
the rear side window line. 

The cabin features decent quality materials, with a 
soft-touch dash top accented with brushed chrome and 
piano black inlays. 

Unlike its predecessor, this HR-Vs quite spacious in¬ 
side and there’s room to accommodate Hondas Magic 
Seat system. 

As well as splitting 60/40, the rear bench seat backs 
can fold forward as the seat base lowers to create a long, 
flat floor. 

The front and rear passenger seat backs can also fold 
forward to a horizontal position to accommodate longer 
items. 


Styling 

The boot holds 453-litres with the rear seats in use, 
and 1,026-litres to the window line with the rear seats 
folded away. 

The Honda HR-V’s styling is neat and despite the slop¬ 
ing roofline, practicality is well up to par. 

It’s certainly a good deal more affordable and edgi¬ 
er than a CR-V. Of course, Honda has been here before 
with the HR-V but has learned lessons from that first gen¬ 
eration model. 

This time round, the brand has appreciated the need 
for real substance behind the style. 

With this in place, the HR-V will continue to appeal 
even if something fresher and more fashionable comes 
along.
